The facts 
were peculiar; the husband of the prisoner, an Italian 
refugee, one Enricci Angostino, had for a length of time 
got his living by picking up foreigners at t. stations 
and defrauding them by means of the old trick. He and 
a confederate interviewed un Italian named Chris 
Casentini at Victoria Station in July, and induced him 
to change a number of Mexican bo: into E h 
bank notes, and deposit them in a satchel for 
safety, 2s they would all be travelling together to 
Italy. This Casentini did, and £370 in 
motes over, but instead of their being found ta the bag 
afterwards, an old newspaper had deposited in 
their stead. A description of the notes was Ey, and 
Mr. Casentini left this country for Texas, and has only 
just now been discovered in Mexico. Meantime, the man 
Angostino was charged with two offences of a similar 
nature, and convicted, and while awaiting sentence his 
wife (the — presented ono of Mr. Casentini’s £50 
notes at the Bank of England.

FATAL CRUELTY IN A SCHOOL. 

At York, on Thursday, before Mr. Justice Cave, Arthur 
Wheeler, 16, was charged with the manslaughter of 
Annie Elizabeth Whittaker, at Bradford, on the 7th of 
September, 1881.— Mr. Gane prosecuted ; and the prisoner 
was defended by Mr .Lockwood.—The prisoner, a respect- 
able and well-educated lad, was a pupil teacher at the 
Eastbrook British School, Bradford, and the deceased gir! 
was one of the scholars at the school. On the 7th of 
September last the girl left home at 8.15 a.m., being 
at that time, according to her mother’s account, in good 
health. She was physically a strong child, though 
somewhat of a nervous temperament. While at school 
she was, according to the evidence for the prosecution, 
struck twice on the hand and twice on the head by the 
paa with a smal! ruler for not properly attending to 

er school duties. According toone witness the blows on 
the head were “middling hard; according to another 
“very hard.” The girl went home and at once made a 
complaint to her mother. After dinner she went to work 
at the factory and returned a little before 6 p.m. She 
cried and complained many times during the dey of pains 
in her head. Death eventually occurred at 2.30 a.m. 
the following day. A post-mortem examination was made 
the following morning. The various organs were found to 
be healthy and the body itself was well nourished. Death 
resulted from congestton and inflammation of the mem- 
branes of the brain, and though there were no marks of 
external violence on the head, the medical evidence showed 
that it was possible that two blows on the head with the 
ruler used might cause such congestion and inflammation. 
On cross-examination the medical man said that it was 
very doubtful whether the two blows could have been 
the primary cause of death, upon which the jury inti- 
mated they did not desire ta hear more, and at once 
returned a verdict of Not Gatty, and the prisoner was 
immediately discharged. At the same time the jury said 
that they deprecated the mode cf punishment adspted.— 
The learned judge concurred in this.—The learned coun. 
se! for the defence, however, stated on behalt of the 

risoner that he was prepared to rebut the evidence as 
2 the use ot the ruler.
